CERTAIN  CONTROLLED  SUBSTANCES. 

This  proposal  would  establish  a  prescription  drug  abuse  prevention 
program  whereby  suspected  fraudulent  or  abusive  prescription  drug 
practices  would  be  identified  and  referred  for  appropriate  action. 

2)  H. 187-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  FOOD  PROCESSORS  AND  DISTRIBUTORS. 

This  proposal  would  give  the  Department  greater  ability  to  assure  a 
safe  and  wholesome  food  supply  by  providing  for  the  annual   issuance  of 
a  license  to  food  processors  and  distributors. 

3)  H.188-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE   STANDARDS  OF   PURITY  AND  QUALITY  OF  FOOD, 
DRUGS,    COSMETICS  AND  DEVICES. 

Existing  law  closely  ties  Department  of  Public  Health  regulations  on 
the  purity  of  food  and  drugs  to  standards  set  by  the  federal  Food  and 
Drug  Administration.     In  order  to  establish  higher  quality  state 
standards  this  law  must  be  revised. 

4)  H.189-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  TRANSFER  OF   OUT  OF  WEDLOCK  BIRTH 
RECORDS. 

Existing  law  prohibits  the  transmission  of  birth  records  of  a  child 
born  out  of  wedlock  or  a  child  of  abnormal   sex  to  any  city  or  town. 
This  proposal  would  allow  for  transfer  of  these  records  upon  written 
authorization  of  the  mother.

This  proposal  would  increase  the  completeness  of  cause  of  death 
reporting  in  certain  illnesses,   particularly  AIDS,   and  would  limit  the 
unrestrained  access  to  most  vital  records.

7)  H.192-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  REGISTRATION  OF   CERTAIN  DEATH  RECORDS  AT 
TEWKSBURY. 

Existing  law  places  Tewksbury  Hospital  as  a  vital  registration  area. 
This  proposal  would  eliminate  Tewksbury  Hospital  as  a  vital 
registration  area  and  would  have  vital  events  recorded  at  Tewksbury 
town  hall. 


8)  H. 19  3-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  LICENSURE  OF   CONVALESCENT  AND  NURSING 
HOMES,    INFIRMARIES,    OR  OTHER  HEALTH  CARE  FACILITIES. 

This  proposal  would  require  that  the  Department  review  the  suitability 
of  a  prospective  owner  of  a  nursing  home  prior  to  transfer  of  said 
nursing  home  to  the  prospective  owner. 

9)  H.194-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  ENFORCEMENT  OF  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
LICENSURE  REQUIREMENTS. 

Existing  law  allows  the  Department  to  issue  orders  of  correction  of 
deficiencies  to  ambulance  companies  and  give  the  ambulance  company  3  0 
days  to  correct  such  deficiencies.     This  proposal  would  permit  the 
Department,  where  an  immediate  danger  to  patient  health  and  safety 
exists,    to  order  the  licensee  to  address  the  immediate  danger. 

10)  H.195-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  LIABILITY  OF   EMERGENCY  MEDICAL

This  proposal  will  grant  limited  protection  from  negligence  suits  to 
qualified  EMT  training  schools  and  instructors.

SAFEGUARDS   IN     HEALTH  FACILITIES. 

This  proposal  would  expand  the  scope  of   the  Advocacy  Office  to  assist 
all  publicly  aided  patients.     Currently,    only  medicare  patients  are 
assisted  by  the  Advocacy  Office. 

12)  H.197-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE   COMPREHENSIVE   SMOKELESS  TOBACCO  HEALTH 
EDUCATION  LAW. 

This  proposal  would  require  outdoor  billboards  advertising  smokeless 
tobacco  to  conspicuously  display  a  health  warning  statement.  Also, 
this  would  prohibit  the  free  distribution  of  smokeless  tobacco 
products . 

13)  H.19  8-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE   PROTECTION  OF   CHILDREN'S  HEALTH. 

This  proposal  would  give  local  boards  of  health  the  authority  to  fine 
persons  selling  or  giving  tobacco  products  to  persons  under  the  age  of 
eighteen. 

14)  H. 19  9-  AN  ACT  RELATING  TO   SMOKING  IN  CERTAIN  PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE 
BUILDINGS. 

This  proposal  would  require  designated  nonsmoking  sections  in  public 
buildings,   health  care  facilities,   public  transportation  and 
restaurants.

LAW. 

This  proposal  would  bring  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  into  conformance  with  the  federal  Early  Intervention  Law. 

17)  H. 2 02-  AN  ACT   INCREASING  THE  REIMBURSEMENT  OF   EXPENSES  OF   THE  MEMBERS 
OF  THE   PUBLIC  HEALTH  COUNCIL. 

This  proposal  would  increase  the  per  deim  reimbursement  of  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Council   from  $25  to  $100.

The 
legislative  office  will  notify  designated  lead  persons  to  have 
testimony  prepared  on  priority  legislation  as  bills  are  scheduled  for 
legislative  committee  hearings. 

Each  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  legislative  hearing,    the  Director  of 
the  Office  of  Policy  Development  and  Planning  and  the  Legislative 
Liaison  will  meet  with  the  Assistant  Commissioners  to  discuss 
legislative  activities  of  the  week  ahead.     You  will  be  notified  of  the 
dates  and  times  of  these  meetings.     Tentatively,    they  are  scheduled 
for  Thursday  at  9:30  a.m. 

1988   is  the  second  year  of  a  biennial  legislative  session.  Thus, 
legislative  committees  will  not  accept  oral   testimony  on  petitions 
refiled  from  the  1987   session;   committees  will,   however,  accept 
wr i tten  testimony  on  these  proposals.     If  the  legislative  petition  is 
a  new  file,    the  Office  of  Policy  Development  and  Planning  will  discuss 
whether  oral  testimony  should  be  presented  with  the  appropriate 
Assistant  Commissioner  or  Division  Director. 

We  will  give  you  as  much  advance  notice  as  possible,    however,  please 
remember  that  sometimes  we  receive  short  notice  from  the  Legislature.

3.  Testimony  should  be  addressed  to  both  chairpersons. 

4.  "Re"   should  include  bill  number (s)    and  title  of  the  legislation  as  it 
appears  on  the  legislation  itself. 

5.  The  body  of  the  letter  should  clearly  state  the  Department's  position 
on  the  legislation  in  the  first  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph.  Be 
careful  to  mention  the  bill's  number (s).     Please  be  brief  and 
concise.     Usually,    legislative  testimony  need  not  exceed  one  page  in 
length.     Obviously,   more  complex  legislation  will  need  more 
comprehensive  testimony. 

6.  Closing  remarks  should  reaffirm  the  Department's  position  on  the 
legislation  and  extend  to  the  legislators  the  opportunity  to  solicit 
more  information  by  contacting  Gerard  E.  Desilets,  Director,   Office  of 
Policy  Development  and  Planning,   at  727-2692. 

7.  Testimony  must  always  be  prepared  for  the  Commissioner's  signature. 
As  in  the  past,    submit  your  final  draft  to  the  Office  of  Policy 
Development  and  Planning. 

8.  Initials  should  designate  the  Commissioner,   Deborah  Prothrow-St i th, 
the  legislative  lead  person  in  charge  of  writing  the  testimony  and  the 
typ  i  s  t . 


Please  note  that  all  testimony  should  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of 
Policy  Development  and  Planning  two   (2)    days  after  your  receipt  of  the 
legislation.     Please  prepare  two  original  copies  of  the  testimony.  If 
changes  must  be  made  in  the  testimony,    the  Office  of  Policy  Development 
and  Planning  will  return  the  testimony  to  you  for  correction.     To  save 
your  staff  valuable  time,    it  is  suggested  that  testimony  be  prepared  on  a 
word  processor.     Corrections  should  be  made  immediately  and  testimony 
promptly  returned  to  this  office. 

People  preparing  oral  testimony  should  contact  the  Office  of  Policy 
Development  and  Planning  at  least  three    (3)   days  prior  to  the  hearing  date 
to  discuss  the  presentation.
